AN ORDINANCE amending Section 
%&-1001 of General Ordinance No. 121, 
2925 as amended, known os the Mun- 
‘cipal Code of 1925, by adding to said 
section subsections (r), (s) and (e) re- 
lating to installation of automatic 
gafety pilots on automatic and semi- 
automatic gas controls, and fixing a 
time when the same shall take effect. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COM- 


MON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
ENDIANAPOLIS, INDIANA: 

Section 1. That Section E-1001 of 
General Ordinance No. 124, 1925, as 


amended, known as the Municipal 
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Code of 1925, be amended by adding 
thereto subsections (r), (e and (t) to 
read as follows: 

Section E-1001. 

(r) Semi-automatic or automatic 
controls designed to regulate the flow 
of gas and for installation and use 
on non-automatic water heaters using 
gas as a fuel may be installed, pro- 
vided an approved type of automatic 
safety pilot is installed, as a part of 
the semi-automatic or automatic con- 
trols, which will cut off all gas supply 
to the main burner of the water 
heater in case of pilot failure. 

(s) No person, persons, firm or 
corporation shall connect or permit 
to be connected to any gas main any 
such appliance referred to in para- 
graph (r) above until and unless such 
appliance and its installation have 
been approved by the Commissioner 
of Buildings. The said certificate of 
approval of the Commissioner of Build- 
ings shall be attached to the said in- 
stalation upon completion thereof. 

(t) Any such semi-automatic or 
automatic control found installed or 
in operation without an approved 
type of automatic safety pilot 1in- 
stalled as provided in this code will 
be disconnected from the gas supply 
until an approved type of safety pilot 
is installed and the appliance and its 
installation are approved by the Com- 
missioner of Buildings and a certifi- 
eate of approval attached to such in- 
stallation. 

Section 2. This ordinance shall be in 
full force and effect from and after 
its passage, approval by the Mayor, 
and publication according to law.

1 heard Henry Monsky’s voice over the loudspeaker—I knew he was to be 
chairman and I recognized his voice—asking the working press people who had not 
entered yet to go to the front entrance on 8th avenue. It was impossible to go back 
to Sth avenue the same way I had come. So I made my way, with some difficulty, 
to 9th avenue and went around the block to 50th street and then to 8th avenue. 

Nothing doing. Police and management were busy shoving the large billowing 
mass of Jewish humanity away from the main entrance. 

“Move on, move on, don’t block the traffic,” they kept on saying. Whenever 
the crowd threatened to become disobedient, there was a mounted policeman ready 
push it away with his horse. 

“The fire department closed down the doors,” they told me. “Try 49th street 
again.” So I tried—I went over to 48th street and tried to walk through the 
Belvedere Hotel which occupies the whole block between 48th and 49th. But as soon 
wlreached the 49th street entrance of the hotel, I saw every door blocked by 
people standing and listening to the loudspeakers. It was only shortly before eleven 
when I saw crowds streaming out of the main entrance that I managed to get in— 
to find not a single seat left for me: that is how crowded it was. 

The figure of 25,000 inside and 45,000 outside is probably correct. I was there 
when the resolutions and the telegrams were read and when the hymns were sung. 
and I stayed to gather remarks and impressions. 

The crowds began gathering at 4:30, according to the press. By 6:30 the place 
was full. The young people—and there were many of them—came first. The old 


tent 


folks had to stay outside. It was the greatest Jewish gathering in modern times. 


It was a meeting of bitter indignation, of exasperated patience. The mood of the 
people found its proper leader—in Abba Hillel Silver. His drive, his organizing 
ability, his militant, dignified anger, his bold demand for the complete fulfillment 
of the Zionist program, his scathing, scornful denunciation of the “shell-shocked 
befuddled and befuddling Jews” who fear for their personal comfort if a Jewish 
state is established and their contemptible habit of running to the authorities to 
warn against the full Zionist program—and his defiant attitude and refusal to 
accept sympathetic messages instead of deeds—these are his contributions to the 
cause of which he alone of all Zionist leaders in America is capable to the same 
degree, and which reflect the true attitude of the vast Jewish public in this country.

When he announced that from now on every Jew is mobilized in the struggle for 
Jewish liberation, the vast crowd was with him. 

Governor Dewey’s address was strong and effective. He reminded Britain of 
her obligations and voiced his strong faith in the need to provide a real Homeland 
for the Jewish people. 

I must confess that Dewey’s and Silver’s are the only addresses I really heard. 
When Hayim Greenberg began speaking, the loudspeaker refused to register his 
words clearly. Stephen Wise’s luck with the mechanism was not better. But I am 
told that the high point at the meeting was provided by LaGuardia, who was this 
time at his inimitable best and who said to Halifax that if he wants to get a six 
billion dollar loan from the United States (which is what he came to this country 
for), then speaking as a businessman to a businessman, LaGuardia reminds him 
that a man who seeks credit must have a good record that he keeps his pledge. 
I heard that and then I saw it reported in the Journal-Americar. I did not see it in 
any other paper. LaGuardia, I am told, spoke of Lord Passfield, Lord Halifax and 
“Lord” Attlee. Whether the last slip was just a slip or a bit of sarcasm no- 
body knows. 

Rev. Daniel Poling, editor of the Christian Herald, said that people tried to 
influence him against speaking at the rally, but he felt that as a Christian he must 
speak. He knew that the anti-Zionists were an insignificant minority among the 
Jews and besides, he is a Zionist because he is a Christian, not because there are 
Jewish Zionists. ‘ 

Who tried to influence Dr. Poling? Perhaps the editors of Christian Century, 
a strong anti-Zionist weekly edited by many former missionaries in the Near East. 
They used that argument in some of their editorials, trying to dissuade Christian 
ministers from lending their support to the Zionist cause. But the attempts may 
have come from Jewish sources. In the Sunday edition of the New York Times 
there appeared a vicious letter by Rabbi Morris Lazaron in which he frankly states 
that his group are afraid that a Jewish state would jeopardize their position and 
in which he adheres to the principle proclaimed at the Jewish emancipation in 
France that the price of equal rights is the renunciation by the Jews of their 
nationality. 

The Times featured the letter prominently—on the Sunday of the big rally. 
Truman published Earl Harrison’s report that day (which must have helped swell 
Madison Square Garden) and the Times published Lazaron’s letter that day. No 
wonder the audience booed when Silver mentioned the Times as opposed to a 
Jewish state! 

It all seems to be part of a concerted conspiracy. Neither Rabbi Lazaron nor 
Lessing Rosenwald (who published a statement in the press after the rally to 
counteract its effect) would dare oppose Jewish immigration into Palestine, at 
least not in public. But they are anxious to impress upon the President and their 
Christian fellow-citizens in general: a) that not all Jews are Zionists and in favor 
of a Jewish state; b) that rescuing refugees into Palestine is one thing and the 
political question is another; c) that Jews are not a nationality. The American 
Jewish Committee would not dare take as open a stand as the Council for Judaism, 
because among its members are some Zionists and some sympathizers, and because 
it is a body which appeals to public opinion. But Judge Proskauer is as vicious and 
as cold-blooded an anti-Zionist and callous assimilationist snob as the worst of the

England’s Meanest Hour

NGLAND’S greatest hour was when she stood alone against 
E the armed might of Hitler and did not flinch. Her meanest 
hour would be now, if after having emerged victorious, she 
would betray the Jewish people when her own peril is behind her. 

There are reports that the new Labor Government is about 
to slide into the Tory Colonial Office groove of appeasement. 
According to these reports, the British Cabinet is thinking of a 
new immigration schedule for Palestine which would in ef- 
fect continue the principle of the iniquitous White Paper, that 
Jews should be unable to become the majority in Palestine, that 
land purchases by Jews shall not be free from restrictions, and 
that a Jewish State in Palestine is “verboten.” 


The additional. item in the reports that the ultimate de- 
cisions regarding Palestine are to be left to the United Nations 
Organization is hardly a consolation. It is a transparent “alibi.” 
The Chamberlain government did not seek the approval of the 
League of Nations when it imposed the White Paper policy in 
clear violation of the Mandate as the Mandates Commission of 
the League of Nations ruled. The first thing the Attlee govern- 
ment must do is to right the wrong which the Labor Party 
leaders denounced in 1939 when they declared that if they would 
come to power they would not feel bound by the White Paper 


policy. 


The British Government of 1945 must itself right the 


wrong of 1939, and not leave it to the United Nations. 


If the alarming reports which have come out of London 
prove to be authentic, the Labor Government would be guilty 
of a compounded sin, beside which even the grievous sins of the 


Tory Government would pale. 


Not only would it be a stab 


in the back of hundreds of thousands of Jewish survivors in 
Europe, now in German camps and in lands where they have 
been repatriated in name only. Thousands of Jews in despair 


are committing suicide. 


Scores of thousands, refusing to yield 


to despair, have been sustained by the hope of being able to 


enter Palestine soon. 


To destroy that hope would be murder 


in the second degree, only one degree removed from Hitlerian 


murder. 


A Labor Government committing that crime would 


outdo the shame of their predecessors in office, for the Labor 
leaders’ protests against the White Paper in 1939, and the Labor

Jewish Girls Forced 
Into Prostitution 


Special 

NEW YORK — Writing from 
Shanghai, Richard W. Johnston 
in PM tells how children of Jew- 
ish refugees are being forced into 
prostitution. 

The article says: 

“The story of the terrors and 
misery heaped on Shanghai’s 
refugee Jews by Germans and 
Japanese has been told, but 
there’s one more chapter—a chap- 
ter still being written by pretty, 
hollow-eyed girls who greet our 
soldiers and sailors in the little 
bars. 

“These are Jewish girls. Brown- 
eyed blondes from Berlin, dark 
frauleins from Frankfurt, buxom 
hoydens from Stettin. They speak 
varying amounts of English. Some 
look old and worn but almost all 
are very young. They are the 
children who were driven from 
Germany with their parents in 
1938 and 1939. 

Parents Were Successful 

“Most of them are children of 
devout, respectable and often suc- 
cessful Jewish parents. Six years 
ago, they were little girls in 
white dresses, with knobby knees, 
polite and well-bred. 

“These girls frequent the bars, 
drink with the customers and 
ultimately go home with them. 
They receive no salaries from 
bar operators and live only on 
tips and the sale of their bodies. 

“One girl said she came to 
Shanghai from Frankfort in 1938. 
She was 13 when she and her 
mother arrived. Her father died 
in a German concentration camp. 
Four years ago, her mother died 
of tuberculosis. 

“This girl was left nearly penni- 
less. Ghetto food is only for those 
who can pay—and this 16-year-old 
had nothing to sell but herself. 
Had No Place to Go 

“There was the little blonde 
from Stettin who will be 18 next 
month. Her father died of dysen- 
tery more than two years ago. 
Her mother followed a few 
months later. She had no place 
to go but the streets and bars. 

“Her parents were prosperous 
before the Nazi terror. She had 
studied in English, French and 
German schools and continued 
her English studies in Shanghai. 

“It is doubtful if so large a per- 
centage of children of any group 
of people in the world have been 
driven into such degradation. 

“The Japanese not only brought 
economic pressure to bear to in- 
sure this but a few camps achieved 
greater infamy by refusing the 
girls passes to leave the ghetto 
compounds unless they would ‘ac- 
commodate’ Japanese super- 
visors.”

Treatment of these homeless 
people by the Third Army is in 
marked contrast to the treatment

In this area there is 
neither barbed-wire nor armed 
guards at the camps. Internees 
are permitted to leave the camps 
and visit neighboring villages. 
They enjoy a much greater free- 
dom than internees under Third 
Army control. 


According to camp authorities 
in the Seventh Army zone, this 
greater liberty does not increase 
problems of discipline but, on the 
contrary, makes the work of the 
camp authorities easier since the 
morale of the internees is kept 
higher. Instead of considering 
themselves prisoners, it was 
pointed out, these internees feel 
that they are being treated as 
normal persons who have to be 
kept in camps only because of 
the food and housing shortages 
in Germany.

Journalist Recognizes 
Warsaw Ghetto Head

MUNICH — Ernest Landau, a 


Jewish journalist who lived in 
the Warsaw ghetto during the 
German occupation, was walking 
leisurely through the streets of 
this city when he saw a familiar 
face. The experience of meeting 
a person who seemed familiar 
intrigued Landau. 

Following the figure ahead of 
him, Landau noticed that the 
man was beginning to take brisk- 
er and brisker steps, as if in 
fear. As the man turned the cor- 
ner of one of the streets, the 
Jewish journalist looked squarely 
in his face. The man made a sud- 
den turn. But it was too late. 
Landau recognized him as Karl 
Ruppert, the Nazi commander of 
the Warsaw ghetto who was re- 
sponsible for tens of thousands 
of Jewish deaths. 

Landau stalked the Nazi crim- 
inal, until he met a group of 
American officers. When he re- 
ported the man’s identity to the 
officers, they placed him under 
arrest.

Attorney Demands Los Angeles Board of 
Education Drop ‘Released Time’ Plan

LOS ANGELES—The City 


Board of Education was asked to 
refrain from permitting the re- 
lease of pupils from school for 
religious instruction, as provided 
under permissive State legisla- 
tion, by George S. Gordon, at- 
torney, who charged the program 
“exerted social pressure on child- 
ren of immature years” and fos- 
tered and promoted “sectarian 
antagonism and intolerance far 
greater than any good which may 
be effected by the teachings.” 

Gordon said that he was follow- 
ing recognized legal procedure of 
calling on the Board to discon- 
tinue the program and that, this 
failing, he would take steps to 
seek a\ writ of mandate in Su- 
perior Court to halt its operation. 
He charged that the permissive 
legislation enacted by the Cali- 
fornia Legislature under the title 
of “released time classes in re- 
ligious instruction” was “con- 
trary to the Constitution and the 
laws of California” and was un- 
democratic and un-American and 
contrary to the spirit of the in- 
stitution of public schools.” 
6,000 Signed Up In 1944 

Under the program, school offi- 
cials said, children are allowed to 
obtain parents’ permission to 
leave regular classes for one 
period weekly to attend religious 
instruction classes of their own 
choice. About 6,000 elementary 
pupils signed up for religious in- 
struction in 100 schools in 1944 
45 and pupils in 13 junior high 
schools and 25 additional elemen- 
tary schools are being given the 
opportunity to sign up this year. 

Supt. Vierling Kersey and J. 
Paul Elliott, chairman of the 
Board’s committee of the whole, 
asked Att¥. Gordon to clarify 
whether he thought the objection- 


able features of the program 
were due to misadministration by 
school personnel. 

“IT can’t say that,” Gordon said. 
“I know of no way of adminis- 
tering the program so that sec- 
tarianism is not aroused, so I 
think the faults must be inherent 
in the law.” 

Children Forced To Label Selves 

Part of Mr. Gordon’s argument 
before the Board of Education 
declared: 

“Within the schools of Los An- 
geles, a sharp segregation is be- 
ing formed between Lutheran, 
Baptist, Jew, Catholic, Methodist, 
and non-believer. Each child is 
being forced by this program to 
label himself, and to go forth 
from the school with his own 
kind, and to know that he is dif- 
ferent from the others. It sickens 
the heart to hear a little nine 


year old girl, walking to fourth 
grade with a group who have 
been her friends for the past two 
years, and which includes Cath- 
olic, Jew, and Protestant child- 
ren who have never questioned 
each other’s faith say, “I am 
signed up for the religious time, 
but I won’t go to any dirty Cath- 
olic or Jew teaching. 

“It is equally unpleasant to 
know that those children who do 
not go out for such separated 
and separating instruction, will 
be required to sit in school under 
a written promise that they will 
be offered no education during 
that time, and be branded to 
their fellow pupils as children 
who do not belong. It would be 
far better for all to attend a sin- 
gle in-school non-sectarian course 
of material approved by the In- 
ter-faith Committee, than to set

He stated that 127 Jewish 
men have each won from ten to 
twenty-nine medals; that over 
half of America’s rabbis volun- 
tered for service in the chap- 
laincy; and that almost three out 
of every five Jewish physicians 
under forty-five are in service.

Chanukah Gift Drive for Europe’s Children Launched

NEW YORK—Chanukah in a free world will 
have a very concrete meaning for Europe’s Jew- 
ish children this year. It will come to them in 
the form of a package from America containing 
candy, toys, musical and sports equipment, 
clothes, gum, sewing kits, tool chests and a 
long list of other gifts that have been unattain- 
able luxuries to European children during the 
past six years of war, pain and deprivation. 


* + * 


THE PACKAGES will come to them from 
the Women’s Division of the American Jewish 
Congress, which, in cooperation with the World 
Education Service Council, Inc., is now con- 
ducting a nation-wide drive for individual gift 
parcels. Each parcel will be planned for a 
specific child in mind and will be marked with 
the age, sex, and country of the child for which 
its contents are designed. 

The parcels will also contain a personal letter 
from the donor. All packages should be uni- 


form in size as formerly were sent to service- 
men overseas. They shouid be sent to Congress 
Defense House, 50 West 68th Street, New York 
City. 

The packages will be shipped to Europe on 
“Unity” boats—called that because Christians 
and Jews are combining in a united project to 
make this year’s holiday season one that 
Europe’s children will be able to remember 
with happiness. The World Education Service 
Council has organized the World Christmas 
Festival which is sending similar types of pack- 
ages to non-Jewish children.

THE CHANUKAH parcels, when they arrive, 
will be distributed by representatives of the 
World Jewish Congress, serving on ten-man 
boards appointed by the mayors of Europe's 
capitols, cooperating with the World Education 
Service Council.

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| If It Weren’t For Kaddish, Shuls Would Be Padlocked

[ you lived in or around New York in the 
early ’thirties, you must have heard him 

on your radio. Millions of his ardent admirers 

thrilled to the dulcet tones of this romantic 

singer, known over the air as Anthony Frome 

and popularly styled The Poet Prince. 

He sang of love in faraway islands, he 
brought romance into a million homes, into 
the starved souls of shop-girls; in a word, he 
was The Voice. 

But The Voice happened to belong to an 
ex-rabbi. The Poet-Prince was none other than 
Rabbi Fineberg who suddenly resigned from 
a highly lucrative position on conscientious 
grounds. In his farewell address to his con- 
gregation, the operatic rabbi vehemently de- 
nounced the American attitude toward Judaism. 
He declared: “An ugly mercantile atmosphere 
has descended upon the synagogue... Our 
youth drifts over further from the fold... 
Science and sports have replaced religion... 
Freud holds more sway over the affairs of 
men than chief rabbis ministering in their 
temples . . . Lindbergh’s exploits in the air, 
Byrd’s expeditions to the Pole—these receive 
enthusiastic world-wide acclaim, while our cul- 
ture and tradition are regarded as obsolete, 
belonging to an era which is past .. .” 

* * * 

TODAY, the Poet Prince is back in the pulpit 
(in the Holy Blossom Temple of Toronto, re- 
placing the popular Rabbi Maurice N. Eisen- 
drath). The Voice has become once again The 
Word. The story might come to an end here 
and now, but for the fact that the farewell 
address has been filed away among the archives 
of the New York Times and dozens of equally 
important periodicals. Now and again, it is 
fished out and dusted off and used as a stirring 
sermon by some preacher or other. It serves 
now as the theme of this article. 

The assertions of the tender-conscienced 
rabbi are not without justifiable grounds. 

Jewish youth, filled with a collegiate “ain” 
nourished by modern literature and the ultra- 
scientific concepts of religion, cannot but look 
askance on traditional Judaism which, with its 
more or less unintelligible form of worship 
and its unswerving adherence to the Mosaic 
Code, is regarded as eccentric, queer, a dull, 
dry, fossilized form and inconsistent with 
modern demands. 

* * * 

JEWISH religious education is largely con- 
fined to a few years of wearisome drudgery at 
a local Talmud Torah, culminating in the 
stagey and pententious Bar Mitzvah ceremony. 
The confirmant, far from consummating his 
sacred vow (uttered with eyes closed to the 
accompaniment of Mama’s tears) to perpetuate 
the cause of his people, finds himself in an 
environment entirely foreign to his religious 
sentiments, throws off the yolk of his ancestors, 
and adjusts his standard of living to conform 
with the social demands of his community. 

Totally unacquainted with the incommen- 
surable spiritual possessions of Israel, our 
young man takes his place in the university, 
the medical school, the law office, the labora- 
tory, and directs his energies toward the fur- 
therance of his practice and his social and 
financial standing in life. 

He becomes affiliated with one or more 
clubs or associations which, though proudly 
operating under the Jewish banner, have little 
in common with Jewish ideals and aspirations. 

*k * * 

THE TRADITIONAL synagogue, sadly lack- 
ing in decorum, offering -almost nothing in the 
way of spiritual elevation, is shunned by our 
youth like the plague, and is visited only on 
The Terrible Days, and on the occasion of 
Simchoth and Yarzeit. 

As a consequence, the beauty and sweetness 
of the Jewish mentality with its high faith and 
invincible courage, its all-conquering optimism 
and inner freedom, are unknown to the young 
Jew of today. His knowledge of Judaism is 
limited strictly to a few scattered childhood 
impressions gathered in the home and the 
synagogue; the lighting of candles on Cha- 
nukah, the puerile masquerade on Purim, the 
struggling blast of the Shofar on Rosh Hash- 
onah. He knows that Israel has a smattering 
of outstanding personalities, as Einstein, Heif- 
etz, Rothschild... 

He knows also that there is a strong tide of 
anti-Semitism throughout the world. He is 
made aware (reluctantly) that certain clubs 
and popular resorts cater to a “restricted clien- 
tele.’ Small wonder, then, that many young 
Jews, unschooled in the study of our history 
and ethics, are ready to believe the truth of the 
“race theory” of the Nazi party. One can for- 
see the reaction or their plastic minds when 
they learn of the Nazi case against the Jew 


based on the “researches of German scholar- 
ship.” 
* + * 

IT IS scarcely necessary to refute this theory 
of races. The whole argument of “scientific” 
anti-Semitism is glaringly full of holes. It is, 
at best, a very shaky hypothesis, rejected by 
some of the most distinguished figures in 
anthropology. But our young Jew, unfamiliar 
with his own heritage, has a distorted out- 
look on what he terms “bearded Judaism.” He 
is apt to concede a few points to the enemy, 
thereby acquiring a first-rate inferiority com- 
plex. , 

He makes degrading apologies for his ‘un- 
fortunate” birth, and flees in panicky haste 
from a neighborhood because it is being in- 
vaded by more of his kind. (When this war 
is over, there is going to be quite a little shuf- 
fling about in Los Angeles). He over-venerates 
the ideals of the Gentiles and ends up in frantic 
idol-worship of his “superior” neighbors. 

((If all this seems highly exaggerated, I 
leave it to the reader to study the situation in 
his own immediate circle.) 

* * * 


FAR FROM MAKING apologies for his 
“accused ancestry,” the fawning would-be-as- 
similationist could, if well-versed in Jewish con- 
tribution to the world of arts and sciences, 
draw up an amazing list of Israel’s geniuses 
who have gained noteworthy distinction in their 
individual roles. For example, in the field of 
science, he could point with pride to a Pro- 
fessor Hafkine, conqueror of the plague-germ, 
jecorated by Queen Victoria in 1897; to Dr. 
Ehrlich, discoverer of “606” the cure for syp- 
hilis; to Einstein, the wizard of physics; to 
Heinrich Hertz, of wireless’ telegraphy fame 
(prior to Marconi); or to Meldola, inventor of 
20al-tar dyes, and scores of others equally 
eminent for their research work. 

On the concert platform of the world, the 
“damning Semitic traits” have certainly pro- 
duced a marvelous posse of instrumentalists— 
Kreisler, Heifetz, Elman, Menuhin, Mark Ham- 
bourg, Fannie Zeisler, Millstein, Rosenthal and 
Moisiewitch, most of them infant prodigies to 
boot. In the writing of plays and dramas, New 
York had its Belasco, London its Sutro, Vienna 
its Schnitzler, Paris its Bernstein and Italy its 
Benalli. 

+ * * 

IN WORLD AFFAIRS, we need look no fur- 
ther than to the Rothschilds, the Schiffs, Lord 
Reading, Herbert Samuel to appreciate the 
Jew’s leadership in politics and finance. Forag- 
ing further, the student of Jewish “mental 
and spiritual perverts,’ would find the names 
of Reuter who initiated telegraphic news; Dr. 
Zamenhof; originator of Esperanto; of Mosco- 
vitch, a Yiddish-speaking actor who held Lon- 
don spell-bound for a time with his inimitable 
Shylock; Charles Frohman, world’s outstanding 
entrepreneur, Freud and Jung, the last-word 
authorities on psychology. 

But, paradoxically, the Jewish student does 
not study Judaism and the Jew. He approaches 
his faith, not in a spirit of reverence, but some- 
times in a spirit of ridicule and hostility. He 
is blind to all its beauties and sees in it nothing 
but laws and restrictions. He harps on the diffi- 
culties it places in the way of its followers, and 
exultantly points to the disharmonies in some 
sections of Jewry between practice and pro- 
fession. ' 

The Poet Prince has gone back to uproot 
some of the seeds of spiritual bankruptcy. 
Singing love-songs to the weary-hearted can 
become tiresome. He is back where he belongs, 


on the pulpit of God’s temple, breathing life . 
into the dried bones and parched souls of his, 


community.

I HAVE HAD TIME to study the question in 
Los Angeles, a city of one hundred and thirty 
thousand Jews. I have been told, time and 
again, that I should “return to Palestine or 
New York or London.” I have been assured 
that the West is “going to the dogs,” that the 
fact there is not one decent eating-place (mean- 
ing Kosher, of course) is proof enough. I 
have visited the temples, the synagogues, the 
Shtiblach.

He had never avoided association with Jewish 
girls, had had dates with them, and ample opportunity to develo, 
friendships and acquaintances from the ranks of his own psy 
Since Bar Mitzvah, however, there has been nothing particylayy, 
Jewish in his life. In this respect he is like most American Je 
boys. His primary interests have been musical.

IT WAS at a school of music that he met and fell in love with 
a Catholic girl, herself an instrumentalist of great talent. In their 
world of music these two have found a common interest Which, 
they believe, transcends all other differences. Indeed, it might be 
argued, the lad has more in common with this Catholic girl—through 
their mutual love of music—than he would have with an orthodox 
Jewish girl, whose mode of life and household standards are g 
utterly different from his own. 

If the girl is friendly disposed toward the Jewish faith, ang 
might ultimately adopt Judaism, why is this intermarriage any 
worse than marrying a girl of Jewish birth who may be completely 
indifferent to Jewish faith and folk-ways? Is it compatibility og 
the couple that we seek (and that is assured in this case by the 
common musical bond) or preservation of a unique purity of blood 
surely an exploded concept? It is not easy to rationalize a con. 
demnation of intermarriage.

INTERMARRIAGE is but one of the prices which the Jew must 
pay for Emancipation, and we have learned that the price is high, 
So long as we treasure the freedom which we gained when the 
Ghetto walls were torn down, and Jews were afforded the privilege 
of mingling with their neighbors, talking their language, doing 
business with them, being treated as social and political equals, 
so long must we expect occasional conversions and assimilation and 
intermarriage. We can not mingle and at the same time remain 
completely apart. 

Nor is it sensible to hold the principles concerned primarily 
responsible. They are but victims of an historic process, which 
all who are familiar with Jewish history have learned to identify, 
We need not condone intermarriage, but neither should we resort 
to scorn and condemnation. There are stigmas in life far worse.

EDITOR'S NOTE: This article by the JTA cor- 
ndent in Paris who has been a close observer 
ee position of the Jews in France since the 
of t days of their liberation, discusses anti-Semitism 
m. exists today in France. Some of his observa- 
ns apply peculiarly to the same disease in the 
nited States.

NTIL-SEMITISM exists in France nowa- 

days. Whoever thought it was exclu- 
sively 2 German import and would disappear 
after the German occupation was mistaken. 
The Germans have gone, but anti-Semitism is 
there. F ‘ 

It exists in two forms: there is an organized 
anti-Semitism, which is a very small thing; and 
there is a general feeling of uneasiness about 
the Jews which is the most important part of 
the problem. : 

On the whole anti-Semitism is unspectacular 
and weak, but deep and widespread. 

It is unspectacular in spite of some spectacu- 
ar incidents in recent months. For these inci- 
dents express only a part of the problem. 

It is weak because the whole country is weak. 
The people are war-weary and beset with 
weryday worries. Towards the Jews they have 
“a certain feeling,” but the word “hatred” would 
not describe it properly, nor the word “envy,” 
nor the word “contempt,” nor any too definite 
term. 

It is deep, because some anti-Semitism, some 
concern about the Jews underlies everybody’s 
attitude and reaction to all political and eco- 
nomic problems. 

It is widespread because it exists in prac- 
tically every class of society and every part of 


the country. 


+ * * 


THE SPECTACULAR incidents are now well- 
known. They have practically all been con- 
nected with attempts made by Jews to recover 
in a perfectly legal way their apartments from 
French tenants who obtained them during the 
occupation. 

There is no doubt that these incidents were 
deliberately cteated by small but well organized 
and well financed groups. 

There is no doubt that the reaction of the 
crowd in face of the incidents has been es- 
sentially an absence of reaction, a passive in- 
difference to the whole matter. 

There is no doubt that the government and 
the higher administrative and police authorities 
have been indignant at the incidents and most 
wiling to suppress them and to arrest and 
punish those who were responsible for them 
and that the necessary orders to that effect 
were given. 

There is also no doubt that the orders were 
carried out by the lower ranks of the police 
force with utmost indifference and lack of in- 
terest. 

Another aspect of organized anti-Semitism is 
the fairly wide distribution of small posters 
and leaflets bearing anti-Jewish utterances often 
connected with anti-German utterances: “Ddwn 
with the Germans. . . and the Jews”—‘‘We got 
rid of the Germans . . . now for the Jews’— 
“France has two enemies: Germans and Jews,” 
etc. 

So much for organized anti-Semitism, which 
is only one part, the most apparent but the 
least serious, in my view, of French anti-Semi- 
tim nowadays. 

What is far more important and more far-

reaching is a feeling of uneasiness about the 
Jews that exists practically everywhere. It is 
difficult to define. It looks as if the people 
would like to forget about the Jews and feel a 
certain uneasiness whenever they are reminded 
about them, which uneasiness sometimes ex- 
presses itself by irritation. Practically every 
day one learns about some housewife overhear- 
ing some anti-Jewish remark in some over- 
crowded grocery shop. The man you are talking 
to, as soon as he hears yow are a Jew, changes 
his expression, looks uneasy. AS soon as some 
Jewish personality or some Jewish sounding 
name is brought up he begins to be somewhat 
fretful. 
»~ * + 

YOU KNOW HOW a Jew feels when sitting 
quietly in a railway carriage and listening to 
the talk of his neighbors he suddenly becomes 
aware of the fact that the word “Jew” is going 
to crop up in the conversation within the next 
thirty seconds. Well, the people in France now- 
adays look as if they felt that way whenever 
the Jews are mentioned. 

People have become Jew-conscious. . What 
people? Well, everybody. It is not a question 
of class nor political opinion. It might even be 
said that the well-to-do bourgeois,, well edu- 
cated, and of conservative opinions in politics, 
is less embarrassed. He is likely to find it 
easier to dismiss the whole matter, to talk it 
off. But the common man, who will of course 
be a man of the left, is apt to be more conscious 
of the problem and less apt to find an oral 
outlet for his feeling. 

Another symptom is the indifference shown 
by the public at large to the sufferings of the 
Jews as particular war and occupation victims. 
A mass meeting was organized lately to cele- 
brate the third anniversary of the first mass 
arrests of Jews in Paris in July, 1942. That 
meeting was organized by a joint committee, 
comprising some Jewish organizations in the 
leftist press and by posters all over Paris. The 
program included speakers of the resistance 
movement, including Louis Saillant, who is very 
popular for having presided lately over the 
Estates General of the Resistance. There were 
no Jewish speakers announced. The entertain- 
ment program included two military bands, the 
French Air Force Band which is very popular 
in, Paris and the world-famous boys choir 
“Petits Chanteurs a la Croix de Bois.” The 
meeting was obviously devised to attract large 
masses of the population of Paris and that is 
why the huge stadium of the Velodrome du 
Parc des Princes was selected. It has a capacity 
of over 40,000. Well, the audience was 4,000 
Jews, the same 4,000 Jews one sees at all large 
Jewish meetings. 

It cannot be overemphasized that the symp- 
toms of organized and active anti-Semitism one 
notices in France nowadays are an unimportant 
phenomenon compared to the less visible, less 
clear but much deeper and widespread “feeling 
about the Jews.” 

Anti-Semitism is a whispering issue. It is not 
a political issue. There are, of course, no po- 
litical parties nor groups which are openly anti- 
Jewish. There are Jews in all political parties. 
Most parties are shy about Jewish issues. The 
Jews in the parties more than everybody else. 
And passive anti-Semitism is everywhere.

tabbis. Self aggrandizement rules the pulpits

preservation of Judaism. As Shakespeare said, 
“Sweet are the uses of adversity.” A litttle of 
this might even prove to be a boon, in the long 
Mn, and in this, I risk being pelted with rotten 
tomatoes.

obedience to higher things. Our youth of to- 
day, perhaps more than ever on account of 
the misery that we have been reaping now for 
the sowing of a few years ago, requires a dis- 
cipline which is more severe, more drastic, 
more hardening in spiritual things than has 
been called for by any generation in the last 
century.” 

Only by inculcating in the souls of the young 
a loyal obedience to the cause of Judaism, 
can we hope to stem the tide of disintegration 
within our ranks. Jewish youth must be taught 
to accept a discipline involving a constant sac- 
rifice of self inclinations for the sake of prin- 
ciple. May the advent of Rosh Hashonah fill 
our youth with noble pride in the heroism and 
martydrom of their people; create in them the 
holy resolve to consecrate their lives for the 
welfare and glory of Israel; and fit them to 
take their share in the perpetuation of all 
those Jewish institutions which are the present- 
day and eternal embodiment of Jewish belief, 
Jewish aspiration and Jewish idealism.—B’nai 
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eI WAS VERY INTERESTED 
to read in The Post of the trials 
and tribulations of young Jewish 
women at our leading Eastern 
colleges. It seems that they have 
a dating problem. Now this may 
seem rather a foolish and super- 
ficial sort of “problem,” but as 
one whose undergraduate days 
ended only a year ago, let me 
assure you that this is not the 
ease. 

e THE ISSUE SEEMS to re- 
volve around the fact that the 
non-Jewish girls, while very 
friendly in every way, and even 
quite outspoken in “bull sessions” 
on religious differences, have a 
good deal of reserve about mak- 
ing “blind dates” for Jewish 
girls.

They certainly would not 
bewail the situation to a Jewish 
Post correspondent—in fact, they 


Beer-Hofmann Dies 
In New York at 79

NEW YORK—Dr. Richard 


Beer-Hofmann, famous Austrian 
Jewish poet and playwright, died 
here at the age of 79. Forced 
into exile by the Nazis, Dr. Beer- 
Hofmann lived in this country as 
a refugee since 1939. 

Last March Dr. Beer-Hofmann 
became an American citizen, and 
a month later he received the 
award of the Academy of Arts 
and Letters for distinguished 
achievement. 

Two of his Biblical plays, in 
verse, “Jacob’s Dream” and “The 
Young David,” are considered 
among the great classics. 

The services were held at the 
Free Synagogue, with Rabbi 
Stephen S. Wise officiating. 


Scholarship Named After

BOSTON, Mass.—A _ gift of 
$5,000 establishing a permanent 
fund for financing scholarships, 
bearing the names of a Meth- 
odist bishop and a rabbi, has 
been made to Boston University 
by Joseph F. Ford, it has been 
announced here by President 
Daniel L. Marsh. 


The scholarship will bear the s 


name of, and be known as the 
Oxnam-Liebman Scholarships ir 
honor of Bishop G. Bromley Ox- 
nam and Rabbi Joshua Loth Lieb- 
men. 

Joseph Ford, head of the Ford 
Manufacturing Company, is a 
prominent Boston businessman 
and Jewish philanthropist. 


Twenty-five thousand Dutch 
Jews have already registered 
with the Jewish Registration Of- 
fice, and information concerning 
another 8,000 is expected to be ob- 
tained shortly.

I 
know several such pedple per- 
sonally, and my own experience 
leads me to the conclusion that 
unless they happened to have an 
unusually good Jewish back- 
ground upon entering college, 
they will unhesitatingly be swal- 
lowed up in the maw of the 
majority society, irrespective of 
individual instances such as that 
mentioned at the top of this 
column. 

® THERE ARE TWO SOLU- 
TIONS—either change the girl’s 
campus environment, or change 
her location. As to the first, there 
yet remains much which can be 
done. The girls who registered 
this complaint also said that the 
rabbis in the various communities 
hesitated to intervene in the so 
cial problems of the campus. 
They certainly should. And what 
of the organizations which serve 
the campus? These colleges have 
a very high intellectual level, and 
alert and realistic girls will soon 
see that the solution to their prob- 
lem lies in community organiza- 
tion and community action—on 
the part, not only of the adult 
community, but the campus com- 
munity. The Hillel Foundation 
and Avukah ought to take this 
matter to heart. 


¢ THE SECOND SOLUTION is 
an even more radical one. IT should 
like to ask the question: Is it 
worth it? That is, is it worth 
while to sacrifice normal contact 
with Jewish life and Jewish 
people for four years, for the 
purpose of attending a college 
with “prestige”? Certainly these 
schools have many points in their 
favor, but the Jewish girl who 
has a positive attachment to Jew- 
ish values. which she desires to 
retain, ought better attend one 
of the great institutions of learn- 
ing of this country located in a 
fair-sized Jewish community.

Not every reader of “Felix Men- 
delssohn’s Letters’”—just publish- 
ed by Pantheon Books—will agree 

with the editor of this 
MUSICAL volume that the works 
NOTES of the Jewish-born 

composer “do not have 
a Single bar inspired by motives 
of Jewish folksong or synagogue 
music”, . . .

EATH in Padua, Italy, of 
Samuel David Luzzatto, 
popularly known in Hebrew lit- 
erature as “ShaDaL.” He was a 
warm defender of 
SEPT. 30 Biblical and Talmudic 
1865 Judaism and had 
written much in the 
field of exegesis. His opposition 
to philosophy, although he was 
very familiar with all the writings 
of the ancient and modern phil- 
osophers, was not the result of 
fanaticism but based on his claim 
that the more he read them the 
more he found them deviating 
from the truth. What one ap- 
proves the other disproves and 
thus they themselves go astray 
and mislead students. He was 
the first Jew who permitted him- 
self to amend the text of the Old 
Testament. He came to the con- 
clusion that the author of Ec- 
clesiastes was not Solomon, but 
someone who lived centuries later 
named Kohelet. As to the Book 
of Isaiah, in spite of the opinion 
of many Bible critics that Chap- 
ters 40 to 56 were written after 
the Babylonian Captivity, Luz- 
zatto maintained that the entire 
book was written by Isaiah him- 
self. During 50 years, Shadal 
created much in the field of 
philology, poetry and exegesis, 
there being hardly any subject in 
connection with Judaism on which 
he did not write.

Expulsion of Jews from the 
Province of Kiev, Russia. In May, 
1882, Russia issued the “May 
Laws” which forbid the 
Jews “to settle anew 
outside of towns and 
boroughs.” This was fol- 
lowed by mass expulsions, but 
the greatest was that which took 
place in the Province of Kiev 
when thousands were ruthlessly 
uprooted and forced into exile, 
thus feeding the growing Jewish 
community of the United States.

HIS is the story of this Mr. Segal and 

how he was practically pushed out of the 
Hebrew Union College (and thus missed being 
a rabbi) and how, after many years, he re- 
turned as member of the Board of Governors 
of the college and chairman of the committee 
that is celebrating its 70th anmiversary. 

It seldom has happened before that a rejected 
cornerstone, you might say, has come back just 
in that way, in accordance with the Biblical 
prescription. 

Here he is, some 45 
years later, advertising 
the 70th anniversary of 
the institution that didn’t 
care to be his alma ma- 
ter, for good and suffi- 
cient reasons. 

At this date he can 
only praise the wisdom 
of the faculty that 
prophetically saw he wasn’t cut out to be a 
rabbi and thus spared the Jewish community. 

He feels no grievance at all. From time to 
time he mets seasoned old rabbis who wish 





they were in his preferred position. They are 


envious of Segal’s happy state. They speak of 
the difficulties of having to get along with 
congregations; the heart-pains they have to 
suffer when they look at a handful of the con- 
gregation assembled for a Sabbath service. The 
backbiting that they ge All that. 

None of these pains for Segal who early in 
life was pushed out and permitted to escape all 
congregations. Whereas rabbis must speak to 
congregations face to face, Segal is privileged 
to address people by long distance in his 
column; if they don’t like his stuff they can 
toss it away. He suffers no pain. What he 
doesn’t know doesn’t hurt him. 

Yes, it was in 1898 that Segal, a callow youth, 
entered the Hebrew Union College to start to- 
ward being a rabbi. This may suggest that he 
is now an old man which is a hideously unjust 
presumption: since rabbis were started very 
young in that time. 

HE FELL MISERABLY by the wayside while 
other young men of his class went onward and 
upward in Jewish life: Abe Cronbach, now a 
professor at the Hebrew Union College; Rabbi 
Louis Mendoza of Norfolk, Rabbi Samuel Lev? >- 
son of Brooklyn, Rabbi Julian Miller of St. 
Louis. 

Then, as now, they had high standards at the 
college and what could an inept student like 
Segal contribute to the honor and glory of the 
rabbinate and to the well-being of Jewish life? 
One day he was gently admonished that maybe 
it would be better for all concerned that Segal 
separated himself from the idea of being a 
rabbi. 

In his riper years this experience caused 
Segal to applaud the Hebrew Union College for 
being so careful as to whom it allowed to be a 
rabbi. He could approve of the wise judgment 
of the faculty that had pushed him out in the 
nick of time. 

Thus, eventually, he became a columnist in 
which function he can tell people to go to hell 
if they don’t like what he says. It’s really a 
most satisfactory status. 

The years had passed and one day, some 
three years ago, he could have felt the elations 


of a vindicated man, if he had any vanity, 
which vice is entirely lacking in him; that day 
he was invited to become a member of the 
Board of Governors of the Hebrew Union 
College. 

It turned out that they thought he could 
make the college better known than it was to 
the American Jewry. Not that the college 
wasn’t well-known; it was known chiefly in 
every city of the country as the schdol from 
which the distinguished rabbis of temples were 
graduated. 

In that identity it seemed rather remote to 
the Jewish population. It looked like a monas- 
tic spot far from the realities of a temple mem- 
ber’s life. It was supposed to have to do only 
with the profundities of ancient Jewish lore.

SEGAL, THE FORMER outcast, himself ap- 
proached his new function as member of the 
Board of Governors as one who had been ap- 
pointed attendant of a grand old mauseoleum 
and must tread softly. The old ghosts mustn’t 
be disturbed. 

His trembling heart soon was happy to dis- 
cover that it wasn’t a haunted Jewish house 
but a lively place whose chief concern was the 
current life and what to do about it. 

Its students were being brought up to be 
illuminated leaders in the communities to 
which they would eventually go as rabbis; they 
weren’t to be people who would be buried deep 
in the profundities of Jewish learning. (Though 
a high order of scholarship was expected of 
them.) 

They were being oriented to represent Jewry 
with such dignity as would command the re- 
spect of the whole community. They were 
learning that Jewish life isn’t a ghetto but a 
universal mission that goes along with all men 
of all kinds who are of good will. 

They might be able to quote a passage from 
Talmud, chapter and verse, but, much better, 
they were learning the way by which to lead 
Jewish communities toward an effective part 
in the common life and to express their Judaism 
by devotion to the ethical idealism of the Jews. 

Segal looked up the records of the 475 rabbis 
who had been graduated from the college. Their 
story made an eloquent chapter of the Jewish 
scripture. They hadn’t been just grubbers in 
the tombs of Jewish history. They had taken 
an eager and creative part not alone in Jewish 
life but in the common life about them in their 
communities. 

The 70 years of its life hadn’t hardened the 
arteries of the Hebrew Union College. It was 
still searching for new revelations. Though it 
was the cradle of organized Reform Judaism 
it was preferring to speak of it as liberal and 
progressive Judaism. ‘‘Reform” could be static 
but that which is liberal and progressive could 
advance and grow. 

Segal, in his function as a member of the 
Board of Governors of the Hebrew Union Col- 
lege, should make it known that in the first 
week of December the 70th birthday of the 
college is being celebrated in every city and 
town in the country in which there is a temple 
served by a Hebrew Union College rabbi. Thus 
he hopes to justify himself after the 40 years 
since he was pushed out.

immediate residence have become part of their daily life. This 
is in addition to foods traditionally associated with Jewish holidays 
like Passover. 

Foods have an intimate and permanent connotation in group 
life. They form a bond of understanding, much the same as language 
and sometimes even more so. Jews from different countries may 
not speak the same language, unless it be Hebrew or Yiddish, but 
they will need no better introduction than Matzo Knoedlach, or 
Kugel, or Gefilte Fish. 

FRUIT SOUPS ALA PALESTINE 

Use any fresh berries or cherries, pitted and mashed. Add 1 
cup of water to each % cup of mashed fruit, season with lemon 
juice and sugar to taste. Bring to a quick boil and chill before 
serving. Thicken with sourcream or beaten egg yolk and garnish 
with crushed or minced mint. Float a little of the thickening on 
top of each plateful. 
f BUTTERMILK SOUP 

1 cup fresh -buttermilk A dash of cinnamon 
1 tbisp. sugar 1 tbisp. seedless raisins 
2 tblsps dry bread crumbs grated rind of lemon or orange 

Combine all the ingredients, floating the raisins and grated 
lemond rind on top of each portion served. 

EGGPLANT WITH EGGS AND ONIONS 


2 onions 2 tbisps. salad oil or vegetable 
1 large eggplant shortening 
4 eggs Salt to taste 


Pare the eggplant and cut into inch thick cubes or lengths. 
Slice onions and fry golden brown in a deep pan or skillet. Add 
eggplant, cover with a tight lid and let stew 10 minutes. Remove 
cover and shake the pan—do not stir vegetables. Pour the beaten 
eggs, seasoned with salt, over the stewed vegetables and let cook 
slowly till set. Turn into a serving platter and garnish with either 
grated cheese, minced fresh dill or parsley. Serves 4 to 5. 

PRUNE AND POTATO TZIMMES (MEATLESS) 
L lb. prunes '4 tsp. salt 
1', Ibs. potatoes 2 tbisps. shortening 
'4 cup sugar, brown preferably 1 tbIsp. flour 
1 tbIsp. lemon juice A dash of cinnamon 

Seald prunes, drain, cover with cold water and let soak one 
hour or longer. Add lemon juice, sugar and cinnamon and let boli 
in a tightly covered pot while you prepare the potatoes. Small 
potatoes are best and should be peeled and cooked whole. Add the 
potatoes to prunes as soon as prunes are puffed out and smooth 
skinned. Season with salt and add water to cover if necessary. 
Cook slowly over a very low flame, tightly covered for the first 
hour, then uncovered for at least two hours. The potatoes should 
be a rich golden brown when done. Do not stir, simply shake the 
pot to prevent sticking. Fifteen minutes before serving, making an 
einbren of the shortening and flour by browning the flour, adding 


the shortening and stirring in some of the liquid from the prune 
and potatoes to make a smooth paste which should be added to the 
Tzimmes. By shaking the pot a little this thickening will be easily 
distributed. Serve as a main dish or supplementary to meat or 
poultry. Serves 6. 


MEAT FILLED VEAL BREAST 
2', lb. breast of veat 
34 Ib. chopped beef 


1 large carrot 
1 medium potato or 
2 eggs 1, cup dry bread crumbs 
lL onion Salt and pepper to taste : 
Combine chopped meat with eggs and grated carrot and potato 
or crumbs. Grate in onion, mix well and add salt and pepper to 
taste. Cut a pocket in the veal breast and fill with the meat 
stuffing. Roast in an open pan 1% hours or till nicely browned on 
top. Can be served hot or cold, sliced down through the stuffing, 
Variation: Arrange parboiled carrots, parsnips and whole small 
potatoes on a bed of sliced onions in a well greased roasting pan, 
Place the stuffed veal breast on top, dust with flour, salt and. pepper, 
add a dash of paprika and roast at 375 degrees F. 1 hour. Add 1% 
cups thin tomato sauce sweetened with 2 tblsps brown sugar.

The Man Who Had a Cow 


NCE there was a man who 

had a cow. She was a beau- 
tiful creature with glossy flanks 
and shining eyes and she lived in 
a clean, scrubbed stall where she 
received the best of care. For 
her owner, Nathan Straus, was 
very rich and all of his posses- 
sions were well taken care of. 

But one day the beautiful cow 
lay down and died. Her owner 
was puzzled and he determined 
to find out what had happened. 
He had the carcass examined by 
doctors and they discovered that 
this sleek, well kept animal had 
died of the dread disease tubercu- 
losis. 

Nathan Straus drew back in 
horror. “Just imagine,” he 
thought. If my wife and children 
had happened to drink this cow’s 
milk. They might have developed 
the disease too.” 

He thanked heaven for their 
escape. Then another thought 
came to him. What of all the 
milk coming from all the great 
dairy farms in the country. If his 
well kept cow could have such a 
disease, perhaps cows all over the 
country were giving diseased milk 
to America. 

. * - 

HE MADE a study and sure 
enough he found that tens of 
thousands of babies in New York 
City alone died each year because 
of drinking tubercular milk. 
Something needed to be done. 
And Nathan Straus was one who 
believed in helping his fellow- 
men. 

He sailed off to Europe where 
he had heard there was a great 
scientist, Louis Pasteur, who had 
discovered a method of treating 
milk to make it safe. He went to 
the city of Brussels where Louis 
Pasteur was to speak on his dis- 
coveries. 

Pasteur did not have a medical 
degree and the scientists as- 
sembled to hear him did not be- 
lieve that a man without a de- 
gree had any right to make great 
discoveries. And Nathan Straus 
discovered that Pasteur was be- 


ing scoffed at. But the more he 
listened, the more he was con- 
vinced that Pasteur’s method was 
a good one. 

The French scientist said that 
germs were causing the disease. 
To make milk Safe, it was neces- 
sary to bring it to a certain high 
temperature and keep it there for 
some time. Then if the milk were 
poured into sterilized bottles, the 
milk could not harm babies or 
adults either.

PASTEURIZATION of milk, as 
the new method was called, was 
to be put to the vote of the 
scientists at Brussels. Nathan 
Straus saw that the vote would 
go against Pasteur. He stood up 
before the assembly and began to 
talk. He spoke in English which 
few of the men could understand. 
But they did understand the 
warmth and feeling in his voice 
as he begged them to give the 
babies a chance to live. When the 
vote was taken, Pasteur won. 

Nathan Straus brought the new 
method back to America and 
offered it to the great dairies. 
They merely laughed at him— 
this Jewish busy-body who was 
interfering with their business. 

He established his own labora- 
tory and produced germ-free milk 
which he sent to New York to be 
distributed as cheaply as possible 
to the poor mothers of the city. 
He proved again and again that 
babies did not die of milk-caused 
tuberculosis when pure milk was 
fed them. And the big dairies 
still ignored him. 

* » * 

THEN he began to fight. The 
big milk trusts used every 
weapon at their command to at- 
tack him. Old-fashioned doctors 
wrote against him. 

‘Nathan Straus would not give 
up. He wrote articles. He gave 
money. He appealed to the 
mothers. He fought in the name 
of the thousands of babies that 
could be saved to become healthy 
men and women. 

And at last—he won. The coun-

cause the children go to separate 
places, each denomination to take 
up its own religion, the children 
learn that they are different one 
from another. Yet in intercultural 
education, that is exactly what is 
effected. The error is that in 
separating the children for by- 
religious classification no harm 
is done because any child in 
school Knows or soon learns and 
should know that there are dif- 
ferences in religion. 
ee 

I have a letter from a rabbi in 
which he writes: “A number of 
local readers of The Post tell me 
they are so depressed upon read- 
ing it that they have to ‘force 
themselves’ to pick it up. Of 
course it is difficult to read be- 
cause Jewish life in most parts 
of the world is difficult to live. 
I do think that perhaps some edi- 
torial opinion bearing on this 
problem might help release the 
anxieties of these readers simply 
by verbalizing it and bringing it 
to the surface.” 


Of course everyone here at The 
Post has realized this very prob- 
lem, and we are constantly on 
the lookout for stories and fea- 
tures which might serve to lift 
up the morale of our readers. 
Also we’re constantly seeking fea- 
tures and stories which have a 
Jewish interest and do not involve 
anti-Semitism or ill will. But as 
you can see, we haven’t been able 
to make much headway in this 
direction. Not alone is the Jew- 
ish group being attacked from 
the outside, but as you well know, 
every group inside of Jewry is 
practically at war one with the 
other. There are no signs of any 
attempt to see the other group’s 
viewpoint, and every national or- 
ganization is going ahead at full 
steam hoping that they will win 
the American Jewish community 
before the other organization. 
They rationalize this policy on 
the grounds of “principle,” al- 
though when they are forced into 
a merger as in the case of the 
United Jewish Appeal, they seem 
to get along quite well. Some 
way, some how the American 
Jewish community will have to 
become not only vocal, but in- 
sistent, and then our national 
Jewish bodies will be forced to 
give up this headlong and pre- 
cipitous race.

Irreverent “Reverends” Scourge of Israel 
Says Rabbi Joseph Miller in the Bulletin of The 
New York Board of Jewish Ministers—The 
problem of the free-lance rabbi is becoming 
more acute daily. These men, unordained and 
untrained for spiritual leadership, degrade the 
rabbinate by their materialism and by their 
greed for money, all in the name of religion. 

In addition to this scourge on the body-politic 
of American Israel, we have the irreverent 
“reverends” who conduct wedding parlors or 
hang up shingles as marriage ~performers. 
These are the leeches who play upon the ig- 
norance of the average Jew. They often make 
questionable arrangements and thus reflect 
upon the action of the entire rabbinate, for the 
average Jew does not distinguish between the 
ordained rabbi and the faker. 

To combat this evil, it is necessary for the 
Jewish community, the responsible lay-leaders, 
and the rabbis to embark upon a process of 
re-education. The community must be told who 
is a rabbi and who is not a rabbi, what the 
fuctions of the rabbi are, and what the con- 
sequences will be if the existing chaos in Jew- 
ish life should continue. 

Accordingly, a list of bonafide rabbis in 
greater New York and their congregations 
should be published and distributed among 
members of the congregations and published 
in the press. In addition, the code of ethical 
conduct, published by the New York Board of 
Jewish Ministers should be amplified and placed 
in the hands of responsible laymen. Let the 
laymen know the truth. Let them know that 
in the best interest of Judaism and of American 
Jews, it is essential that we do some “house- 
cleaning.”

Not to create ‘rishus,” we will 
have no Jewish names on the 
signs of our business establish- 
ments. They will all be the 
“Ideal,” “Peoples,” “City,” “State,” 
etc. 

There may be a little difficulty 
created by some of those uneul- 
tured German immigrants. Some 
of those people may think that 
simply because they will be in a 
free country, they can become 
ambitious and arrogant as they 
could not do in their homeland. 
They may even aspire to high 
offices once they get established. 
It is also possible that some of 
the “unenlightened” among them 
will indulge in pork and hurt the 
sensibilities of observant Moham- 
medans. These of course will be 
the ones who will create all the 
ill feeling among the population. 
The American Jew, the African 
Jew and the Russian Jew being 
progressive, will not try to stop 
progress, but those Jews not 
from the East are going to be a 
great trial until the Council of 
Jewish Women and the B'nai 
B’rith of Palestine will get them 
properly Arabized. 

In settling in Palestine, it will 
of course be very wise not to 
antagonize the people by getting 
control of the television industry 
and through its tremendous popu- 
larity be influential in giving the 
young Arab people, particularly 
the young women, ideas of equal- 
ity and freedom never known by 
their ancestors on the desert. The 
walkie talkie monopoly will have 
to be controlled also. Jews will 
own a large number of them and 
their soft speech and confidential 
manner in using them will no 
doubt create much suspicion. 

The Palestine Jewish Commit- 
tee will of course employ some of 
the best minds in the Near East, 
especially if Arab in high stand- 
ing, on its Defense Council and 
establish a considerable influence 
among the Princesses and Effen- 
dim for whom they will go all out 
with special courtesies and lavish 
entertainment. Indeed it will be 
no surprise if the daughter of 
the seventh son of ‘prominent 
Prince Hamid, said to be the real 
but unofficial representative of 
the world’s largest oil companies, 
and a frequent visitor to the 
foreign office. Also some of our 
outstanding and wealthy citizens 
will join the Mohammedan 
Mosque. 

No Arabian will be able to say 
that the Jew segregates himself 
and that he is not of the most 
liberal contributors to the build- 
ing of a new Mosque or to lighten 
the road of the Pilgrims to the 
Holy places. Many Jews will take 
Arab partners in business as well 
as in marriage. On the High 
Holy days of the Jews, these busi- 
ness places might stay open for 
business, particularly if under a 
trade name and certainly with no 
personal responsibility if incor- 
porated. These real friends of the 
Jews, some seated at the Council 
of Nations, will also be in posi- 
tion to use their influence to plead 
for the Jews in case (Allah for- 
bid) things do not work out in 
Palestine, to open the doors of 
Ethiopia for Jewish refugees. 


Such a dire situation could not

of course happen under ordinary 
circumstances, but during a de- 
pression some of the demagogue 
priests and fanatics may preach 
at their Holy Festivals and over 
their radio hours, against the sin 
of alcoholism, responsibility of 
the Jews in the liquor business. 
The doffing of the veils by their 


‘women, following the bad example 


of the Jewish women. The 
throwing off of the burnoose for 
the slacks and tailoring that Jews 
also introduced. Also the intro- 
duction of Jewish jive, of gamb- 
ling on racing camels, of the 
desert made unsafe by atomic 
airplanes and jet-propelled auto- 
mobiles and many other offenses. 
They will use these half truths 
and the questionable story (which 
should be “Reconstructed” in the 
Bible) that our ancestor drove 
their Prophet from his home, 
therefore it would be only just 
to drive the Jews out before they 
bring upon them the destruction 
they brought upon Germany and 
the rest of Europe. 

However, with all the effective 
measures we will have set up in 
advance, we shall have sufficient 
scientifically developed defenses 
that we shall be able to throw 
right into the fight and retain 
our respected position as an in- 
fluential minority in the greatest 
country of the Near East. We 
may have some trouble with up- 
starts among ourselves, who will 
not like the simple solution of 
letting men who have made mil- 
lions in industry and commerce 
tell us what to do, especially since 
they will furnish such a large 
part of the defense funds. These 
kind of people (they call them- 
selves democratic) may cause us 
some difficulties, otherwise every- 
thing will be well taken care of 
in Zion.

The case of the forcible abduction of Edgar Mortara, 
the six-year old child of an Italian Jewish family, created 
a senation which, in its vilification of Pope Pius IX, is 
said to have been a contributory factor in the downfall 


Anna Moristi, a servant at one time in the employ of 
the Mortara family, confessed to a priest that about four 
years before the abduction, when the child Edgar was 
very iil, she had secretly baptised him in order to save 


The priest, to whom she confessed, reported the 
matter,to Rome, and papal orders were issued that the 
child must be taken forcibly from his parents and ed- 


A force of papal soldiers commanded by a Swiss officer 
went to the house of the Mortara family June 23rd, 
1858, at ten o’clock at night, and showed an order for 
the arrest of Edgar Mortara. The parents were certain 
that the order was a mistake, and explained that Edgar 
was but a child of six years. 

The orders were nonetheless complied with and, de- 
spite the intervention of Francis Joseph of Austria and 
Napoleon HI of France, the child was never returned. 

Edgar grew up in monastery, took holy orders, and was 
2 papal missionary in various German cities. At one 
time, he also preached before the Italian Catholic con- 
gregation of New York City.
